Arm bands 
should be worn by every child that 
has a cough that is at all suspicious 
and the parent can see that this is 
done. It is not necessary to leave it 
to the doctor nor to wait till he is able 
to make a definite diagnosis. By the 
time the symptoms are _ sufficiently 
definite to diagnose the case another 
child or several children may be in- 
fected. The health officer cannot put 
up the sign without either your _re- 
quest or the doctor’s order, but you 
can request it and so save the possi- 
bility of exposure of others. 

You show by your attitude in this 
and your cooperation with the nurse 
in her efforts to prevent communi- 
cable disease, whether you are a 
patriot or not. Those who expose 
their fellow citizens to the enemy

Statistics prove that the road hog 
pulls most of his boners at intersec- 
tions. He might be classified thusly: 
First, ignorance; second, Speed; third, 
defective brakes; fourth, impatience. 
Patience is what most of us haven’t 
got.

The symptoms which the patient 
experiences depend upon whether or 
not the hardening has occurre& in 
some localized place or ig widespread 
and, of course, the mildness or sever- 
ity of the suffering is proportionate 
to the sensitivity of the attacked point 
or the degree of trouble. In many 
eases no suffering is. caused, while in 
other types there may-be. those nerv- 
ous manifestations, fatigue, ete. which 
octeasionally. masquerade under the 
term, neurasthenia. 

In severe cases, the danger lies in 
the possibility of heart failure, apo- 
plexy (in which a blood vessel “gives 
way” with damage to brain tissue) 
and other more or less serious ab- 
normalities. “ 

The method for avoiding it is sum- 
med up in the simple rule: “Be mod- 
erate in all things. “Live sensibly 
and hygienically, and granted that 
you have a good inheritance and -es- 
eape the diseases’ which influence its 
appearance, the chances are that you 
will not get arteriosclerosis until you 
are-too old to care much about it.
